Claims 50 to 95 aie pending in the application, with claims 50 and 72 being 

indepeadent. 

The applicants appreciate the Examiner's consideration of the information cited by 
applicants in their January 23. 2004 Infonnation Disclosure Statement. 

All of the claims are rejected based on various sub-combinations of Shikler.Drew. Fu. 
Marcus. Singh. Abeyta, Hironori, Misao. LitUejohn. Sobieski, Miller, Cater, Houseberg. 
Ness. Belanger. and MasakL Hie primary references appear to be Drew. Shikler, and 
Hironori. 

The claims have been amended to further define the invention. Drew. Shikler. and 
Hironori do not disclose or suggest at least ti« claimed anangement of headliner and base in 
independent claims 50 and 72. Qn Hironori. the headliner is item 14.) There are other 
differences as well, for example. Hironori does not disclose or suggest tiie claimed releasable 
engagement. 

It is thus submitted that the prior art (including the secondary references) does not 
disclose or suggest the invention of tiie new claims. 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
